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TITLE 312 NATURAL RESOURCES COMMISSION

DIGEST

Temporarily modifies 312 IAC 5-7-14 that governs the operation of watercraft on the Tippecanoe River in White
County, including Lake Shafer. The zone restricting the operation of watercraft is established in an area marked with
uniform Indiana markers and buoys. A 10 mile per hour speed limit is set on the portion of Lake Shafer where dredging
operations are scheduled to take place in the summer of 2002. The affected area extends north of the south edge of
Chambers Court (Sandbar Restaurant) 9,000 feet to just north of Ponderosa Camp. Effective June 1, 2002.

SECTION 1. A person must not operate a watercraft in excess of ten (10) miles an hour on Lake Shafer in
Liberty Township, White County, at any of the following locations within township 28 north, range 3 west:

(1) The northeast quarter of section 28.
(2) Section 21.
(3) The southwest quarter of section 16.

SECTION 2. The restrictions set forth in SECTION 1 of this document are in addition to those set forth at 312 IAC
5-7-14.

SECTION 3. SECTION 1 of this document expires on December 1, 2002.
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
